number. In co mpariso n, elev en 
deaths o ccurred in the to wn­ 
ships during the mo nth. Births 
ran slightly ahead o f deaths in 
the city with the sto rk making 
ten v isits and the Grim Reaper 
taking nine during the perio d. 
One co ntagio us disease case 
was repo rted to the health co m­ 
missio ner in each div isio n o f the 
mo nthly statistics. In the co un­ 
ty o ne case o f scarlet fev er was 
listed while in the city o ne case 
o f spinal meningitis was repo rt­ 
ed.

By Charles Stephenso n Smith 
Asso ciated Press Staff Writer 
Washingto n, Feb. 11 (JP)—Ev ery 
no w and then sailo rs serv ing 
under the flags o f fo reign po wers 
beco me dissatisfied, rev o lt and 
take affairs in their o wn hands. 
The spectacular seizure o f the 
Dutch Cruiser De Sezen Pro v in- 
cien—the mo st serio us mutiny 
since the uprisings o f the Chil­ 
ean nav y in 1931—recalls fiv e 
o utstanding insurrectio ns in re­ 
cent y ears. 
The rev o lt o f the German fleet 


at Kiel o n No v ember 3, 1918, 
spreading to the entire German 
nav y and hastening the Armis­ 
tice pro bably was o f greater in­ 
ternatio nal impo rtance than any 
nav al mutiny in histo ry . It w&s 
these mutineers who dealt with 
allied representativ es and 
ar­ 
ranged fo r the surrender o f the 
Germany nav y at Scapa Flo w. 
In 1931 the entire Chilean nav y 
became inv o lv ed in a mutiny 
which started at Santiago and 
spread to nav al bases.

VATICAN INSTALLS NEW 
SHORT WAVE OUTFIT 


Vatican City , Feb. 11 (/P)—Fo ur 
y ears o f peace between the Vat­ 
ican and the go v ernment o f 
Italy was celebrated to day with 
the inauguratio n o f the wo rld’s 
first ultra sho rt wav e radio -tele- 
pho ne statio ns as the high po int 
o f the pro gram. 
The statio ns are the pro perty 
o f the Vatican and with them, 
Po pe Pius XI ho pes to giv e his 
messages 
directly 
to 
millio ns 
thro ugho ut the wo rld. One plant 
is in the Vatican and ano ther 
at the Papal Villa at Castel 
Gando lfo , 20 miles away . 
They are the creatio n o f the 
inv ento r o f the wireless, Gugli- 
elmo Marco ni. 
The Po pe and 
Marco ni were to co nv erse with 
the Bisho p o f Albano , custo dian 
o f the Papal Villa in the first 
use o f the serv ice. 
The Vatican also was celebrat­ 
ing to day the elev enth y ear o f 
the reign o f the 7 5 -y ear-o ld 
Po pe. 
Fifty y ears o f estrangement 
between the Vatican and Italy 
ended with the signing o f the 
treaty o f co nciliatio n, the co n­ 
co rdat, and the financial co n­ 
v entio n at the Lateran palace 
Feb. 11, 1929, by Premier Mus­ 
so lini and Cardinal Gasparri.

The weather man fo r Indiana 
predicts co lder weather to night, 
but no t so co ld Sunday after­ 
no o n. 
Sno w flurries during the night 
preceded a dro p in temperature.

mercury 
Friday 
night 
reached 22 abo v e, then fell to . 
8 abo v e early Saturday . 
The 
weather man pro mises a dro p 
again to night, but rising tem­ 
peratures by Sunday afterno o n.

A new co ld wav e was repo rted 
mo v ing do wn o n the middlewest 
to day , fo llo wing a brief respite 
fro m the sub-zero temperatures 
that spread acro ss the co ntinent 
earlier in the week. 
The weather bureau at Chica­ 
go warned that winter’s new at­ 
tack wo uld be sev ere in parts o f 
upper Michigan, Wisco nsin, Io wa 
and in the ex treme so uthern 
po rtio n o f Minneso ta, but added 
that there was ho pe fo r rising 
temperatures to mo rro w o v er the 
Great Plain regio n and upper 
Mississippi v alley . Elsewhere the 
co ld is due to linger o v er the 
Sabbath. 
Weather co nditio ns were so me­ 
thing o f a ho dge-po dge in o ther 
districts. It was getting warmer 
in the East and So uth, with a 
predictio n, ho wev er, o f a dro p 
in 
temperatures 
Sunday , 
al­ 
tho ugh 
the 
fo recast 
fo r the 
So uth was fo r but slightly lo wer 
temperatures to mo rro w. It was 
sno wing in New Yo rk and Bal­ 
timo re, with heav y drifts in the 
Mary land metro pplis. 
The co ld snap hung o n in Ok­ 
laho ma, with temperatures near 
zero in the no rthwestern part o f 
the state. 
In Tex as the co ld 
wav e was abating slo wly . 
R i s i n g temperatures were 
breaking the c6 ld’s grip to so me 
ex tent in the higher areas o f the 
far West, heralding the

On the face o f it the adminis­ 
tratio n measure to reduce salar­ 
ies o f co unty o fficials ado pted in 
bo th the ho use and senate o f the 
Indiana general assembly and 
signed by Go v . McNutt is an act 
designed fo r public eco no my but 
it will no t wo rk o ut that way in 
the case o f Rush co unty . 
There appears to be a “ jo ker” 
in the measure which will re­ 
quire tax pay ers o f Rush co unty 
to dig deeper into their po ckets 
fo r defray ing the ex penses o f the 
lo cal administratio n o f go v ern­ 
ment. 
Salaries o f all lo cal o fficials are 
substantially reduced under the 
measure, but there is understo o d 
to be a pro v isio n which states 
in substance: 
In all co unties with po pulatio n 
between 15.001 and 25,000, the 
co nstitutio nal o fficers— audito r, 
treasurer, clerk, sheriff and re­ 
co rder—SHALL APPOINT o n e 
deputy each who se salary co uld 
no t be less than $7 5 a mo nth, 
and no t mo re than $125 per 
mo nth.

F r o m P age O ne 
Santiago made the o fficers o f 
warship s in that harbo r p riso n­ 
ers. Fo rty y ears earlier the Chil­ 
ean nav y had wo n in a rev o lt, 
bu t airp lanes do o med the 1931 
o u tbreak. The mu tiny was p art 
o f a general rev o lu tio n which 
was sweep ing Chile and sev eral 
hu ndred liv es were sacrificed be­ 
fo re the mu tineers finally su r­ 
rendered and the nav al bases 
were freed fro m rev o lu tio nary 
elements. 
Brazil also had a nav al mu tiny 
in co nnectio n with its rev o lu tio n 
o n 1924 . Bu t it was a blo o dless 
affair and had many co mic as­ 
p ects. The crew o f the battleship 
Sao Pau lo mu tinied in Rio De 
Janeiro Harbo r and tu rned its 
gu ns against the land fo rts. The 
Fo rsts refu sed to answer the fire, 
no t wishing to destro y the ship . 
Finally the mu tineers p u t o u t to 
sea and tu rned u p at Mo ntev ideo , 
Uru gu ay , where two Sao Pau lo 
was tu rned o v er to the Brazilian 
au tho rities. 
Great Britain ex p erienced a 
mu tiny in 1931 which British o f­ 
ficials refu sed to take serio u sly . 
It grew o u t o f a cu t in nav al p ay 
and was finally adju sted with­ 
o u t blo o dshed. 
Ru ssia’s mo st celebrated m u ­ 
tiny to o k p lace a t Odessa im­ 
mediately after the Jap anese 
Ru sso war in 1905. The Ru ssian 
fleet at Odessa jo ined with land 
rev o lu tio nists who were demo n­ 
strating against the Czarist go v ­ 
ernment.

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THE BRIGHT LAND OF MAKE-BELIEVE 
Not least interesting of recent newspaper sto­ 
ries is the one telling how two 4-y ear-old Brook­ 
ly n children got lost for an afternoon in a city 
park, and what befell them there. 
The y ou ngsters tu rned u p safe and sou nd, at 
last, in the care of a kindly policeman. One of 
them, a boy , told of the perils from which he had 
defended his companion, who was a girl. 
W ith a stray fence picket which he had prov ­ 
identially fou nd, he ex plained, he had slain a 
menacing host — a man with a black beard, a 
leopard, a lion and a wildcat. One blow had 
su fficed for each antagonist; and he pointed ou t 
the bodies of his v ictims wou ld be fou nd “right 
u nder an ellu m tree.” 
And the little girl su bstantiated his statement, 
remarking th at he had been a considerate de­ 
fender and had done all of his killing behind a 
tree, where she wou ld not hav e to watch it. 
One is mov ed to hope that when these y ou ng­ 
sters were deliv ered to their parents they didn’t 
get paddled for telling tall tales. 
Adu lts v ery seldom really u nderstand the mo­ 
tiv es that prompt children to spin su ch y arns as 
these. They giv e the children credit — or dis­ 
credit, rather — for being u ntru thfu l, deceitfu l 
and boastfu l, whereas the tru th of the m atter is 
th at a child who tells su ch a story is seldom in 
the least consciou s that he is relating any thing 
bu t an accu rate description of actu al facts. 
The dream world into which imagination can 
condu ct one can be, to children, qu ite as real as 
the regu lar world of ev ery day . The borderland 
between the two worlds is not plainly marked. 
It is possible to slip from one to the other almost 
withou t knowing it; and it is becau se grown-u ps 
seldom u nderstand this th at some children get 
chided for fibbing. 
This child, who slew a man with a black beard 
and three carniv orou s felines beneath a tree in 
a Brookly n park, is a little lad to be env ied. The 
shadows of the prison hou se hav en’t y et length­ 
ened abou t him. 


THE BISON — LONG MAY HE LIVE 
Twenty y ears ago the American bison had all 


bu t disappeared from the western plains. Men 
familiar with the situ ation estimated th at the 
entire cou ntry contained hardly more than a 
thou sand of the animals. 
Today the bison has so increased in nu mbers 
that du ring the past y ear more than 1400 of them 
were killed on United States and Canadian res­ 
erv ations, the income from hides and m eat being 
u sed to defray the ex penses of caring for the 
ex isting herds. 
In this field the conserv ationists hav e scored a 
great su ccess. The bison has adapted himself to 
civ ilization so well that, as a leading conserv a­ 
tionist remarks, the big problem now is to find 
enou gh food and space for him. 
And while most of u s will liv e ou t ou r liv es 
withou t so mu ch as seeing a bison, ex cept per­ 
haps in a zoo, this achiev ement is a thing in 
which we can all rejoice. It means th at one of 
the most fu ndam ental featu res of the old-time 
west is being preserv ed. An animal th at shaped 
the primitiv e civ ilization of half a continent is 
not to be allowed to die. 
When the first white man got west of the Mis­ 
sissippi riv er, he fou nd practically all of the In­ 
dian tribes ex isting in a social organization 
which had been bu ilt u p arou nd the bison. 
Those were the day s when the “bu ffalo” herds 
were of simply incredible size. Millions u pon mil­ 
lions of the shaggy animals roamed across the 
western plains. 
They were 
literally bey ond 
cou nting. The earth shook with the thu nder of 
their feet. 
To the plains Indians these herds were the 
v ery staff of life. They prov ided the Indians with 
most of their food, their fu el and their clothing. 
Their migrations gov erned the mov ements of the 
tribes; their nu mbers determined the tribes’ 
prosperity . W hat finally beat the Indians was 
not so mu ch the gu ns of the white inv aders as 
the fact that the bison were almost ex term in­ 
ated. 
The main prop of Indian society was 
knocked ou t and the end was inev itable. 
And it is good, now. to learn that the bison is 
not going to disappear entirely . That clu msy - 
looking, heav y -headed animal is an integral fig­ 
u re of ou r great west.

Roosevelt Busy Writing 
His Inaugural Address 


McNutt Co mp letes 
Relief Co mmittee

(JP)— 
President-elect Roosevelt is pre­ 
paring 
his 
inaugural 
address 
while at freedom on a yatching 
cruise in the southern seas. 
He will propose a sweeping 
change of government. His plans 
call for an extra session of the 
new congress, if one is necessary 
and it appears that one is; an 
adjustment of the tangled inter­ 
national situation; and a pro­ 
gram for closer state and federal 
relations. 
In 
the 
new 
congress, 
Mr. 
Roc.sevelt wants legislation to 
balance the budget, for farm re­ 
lief, and for a reorganization of 
the government. 
J ust how soon after he takes 
the oatli of office March 4 he 
will call in the congress is prob­ 
lematical, but in view of his de­ 
termination to have the farm 
legislation apply to the 
1933 
crops, it is expected he will order 
a meeting by the middle of Ap­ 
ril. 
On the Monday after he enters 
the White House, Mr. Roosevelt 
will meet at the conference table 
the governors of the 48 states, 
with a view to making taxation 
lighter and unemployment relief 
more widespread. 
About the same time, he will 
sit down individually with sep- 
! resentatives of Great Britain— 
probably 
Ramsay 
MacDonald, 
the British prime minister—to 
talk over an adjustment of the 
war debts owed to this country. 
In hearing the plea of Great 
Britain, 
and 
other 
European 
debtors later, for a war debt re­ 
lief, Mr. Roosevelt intends to re­ 
ceive assurance of cooperation 
for adjustment of world econo­ 


mic conditions which he believes 
will lead the way to a new pros­ 
perity. 
These ideas of the president­ 
elect are very definitely held by 
his close friends, who have es­ 
tablished temporary Democratic 
headquarters at the Miami-Bilt- 
more here. 
Meanwhile, the only official 
word from Mr. Roosevelt is that 
he is having a good time fishing 
and swimming off the As tor 
yacht in the Bahama Islands. 
J ames 
A. 
Farley, 
national 
chairman, and Marvin McIntyre, 
secretary to Mr. Roosevelt are 
presiding over the gathering of 
Democratic leaders here. 
As the chief of patronage, Far­ 
ley is listening but saying little. 
He was particularly silent yester­ 
day when J ohn Curry, the New 
York Tammany chieftain, and 
Mayor 
C e r m a k 
of 
Chicago 
crassed his path at the Hialeah 
park race track. 
While the pot continues to boil 
over the lesser appointments of 
the new government, speculation 
persists about the cabinet. Re­ 
ports 
from 
Washington 
that 
Senator Glass of Virginia has 
definitely declined to enter the 
cabinet as secretary of treasury 
were discredited here. 
It is believed Mr. Roosevelt 
will not make up his cabinet un­ 
til he has talked again with Sen­ 
ator Glass and others he has in 
mind. Should Glass not enter 
the cabinet, there is reason to 
believe Senator Hull of Tennes­ 
see would be the next secretary 
of 
the 
treasury 
and perhaps 
Senator Swanson of Virginia the 
next secretary of state.
